Creelman held that the ordinary candidate has obtained standing before 
obtaining the Degree of B. S. A., quite the equivalent of Junior 
Matriculation.

would be to wecure a class of trained teachers and investigators, who, | 


as undergraduates, have had no time to devote to advanced scientific 


work. 
Diseussion followed as to the length of time. It was suggested 


that one year be spent at the Agricultural vOllege, or at mn approved 
laboratory, and that one year should be spent in fublie 4gricultural 
Service.
